Any book that attacks “ white Am erica” is bound to 
receive some “ m ust” ratings. It is not at all surprising, 
then, to find that “ Soul Sister” by Grace Halsell has been 
described by one of the mass media publications as a 
“ m ust be read” book. 
A fter darekening her skin, Miss Halsell stepped from 
the White House, where she worked as a reporter, into 
the dum piest hotel in Harlem. No black person with her 
skills would have moved into such a joint, but she did so 
in order to complain about the beds. Nor was the 
carpeting what she was accustomed to. She took a job as 
a typist in a poor hospital in Harlem in order to complain 
about the low pay and hard word, which she described as 
“slaving aw ay.” Apparently she had someone do her 
typing for her at the White House. 
She felt lonely in Harlem, since she did not belong 
there. She looked dark, but was still white inside. She was 
merely getting a story. She presumed the police did not 
care about her anym ore, since she looked black. She 
longed for the days when she had lived at the Plaza Hotel 
on Fifth Avenue and bought $45. shoes at Bonw it’s. Most 
people are not tortured by such m emories, w hether they 
live in Harlem or elsewhere. 
She then w ent to Mississippi, where she hired out as a 
dom estic worker, applying herself with great diligence 
and then complaining about the tiring pace she set for 
herself. No Negro should ever work as a dom estic, she 
asserts. Just white people? Had Miss Halsell stepped from 
her glamorous life at the White House to live with the 
poor in any city, we predict that she could have found 
much the same things to complain about, w hether among 
the whites or the blacks.

A serious danger to millions of Americans is right in 
front of their eyes, and they do n ’t even see it -- rather 
ironic, since the danger is the glasses they wear in order 
to see. 
According to the National Safety Council, each year 
thousands of people receive major and minor eye injuries 
- not to m ention those who become blind -- as a result of 
their eyeglasses shattering from various types of blows. In 
some cases, it has been baseball shattering the lenses. 
Other times stones have smashed the glass and sent sharp 
edges into the victim ’s eye. Injuries are occurring on the 
job, at hom e, at school, and during recreational activities. 
The accidents themselves are unfortunate. But what 
makes them really tragic is that they might have been 
prevented or the injury lessened had the victims been 
wearing shatter-resistant eyeglasses. 
S h a lte r-re sista n t 
lenses 
are 
lam inated 
glass, 
heat-tem pered glass, or plastic that do not shatter upon 
im pact, as do the crown-glass lenses of regular eyeglasses 
and sunglasses. If the blow is heavy enough, the heat 


the past few years have avoided serious injury to their 
eyes as a result of wearing these s a f e t y -type glasses. 
The fact is, however, that one hundred million 
Americans wear prescription eyeglasses, of which only a 
fourth 
are 
shatter-resistant. 
The 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Adm inistration has proposed a regulation to rem edy this 
huge injury potential. It would require all new eyeglass 
lenses, 
including 
prescription 
and 
non-prescrition 
sunglasses, to be shatter-resistant. These lenses would 
have to m eet a standard im pact test: a 5/8 -inch-diameter 
steel ball weighing 16 grams is dropped on the lens from a 
height 
of 
50 
inches. 
A 
properly 
m anufactured, 
shatter-resistant lens will resist the blow, bouncing into 
the air unbroken. 
Much to the dismay of concerned organizations and 
individuals, the FDA regulation has not been approved, 
although 
the following states have 
passed their own 
legislation on shatter-resistant lenses: Alaska, California, 
C onnecticut, 
Georgia, 
Massachusetts, 
and 
Arkansas. 
Therefore, soft-glass lenses continue to be sold and used. 
Until these lenses are legally declared unsafe, the public 
will have to serve as its own safety valve, requesting 
shatter-resistant 
lenses 
in 
their new eyeglasses and 
sunglasses or replacing the eyeglasses and sunglasses they 
are now using. And if the regulation becomes effective, 
people will still have to replace their present unsafe 
glasses. 
Even with shatter-resistant lenses, eyeglasses can still 
harbor danger if the frames are m ade of cellulous nitrate, 
an explosive material when exposed to heat, say when the 
wearer is smoking a cigarette or cooking. American firms 
no longer make cellulous nitrate frames, but use a less 
com bustible m aterial, called cellulose acetate. However, 
thousands of cellulous nitrate frames - especially sunglass 
frames - are im ported into this country each year. Again, 
people will have to be their own safeguards, requesting 
the frames n ot be made of cellulous nitrate. 
When ordering new glasses, including prescription and 
non-prescription 
sunglasses, 
specify 
that 
you 
want 
shatter-resistant lenses and flam e-retardant frames. The 
cost will be minimal and your eyesight may be saved.

expected to equal nearly $1,000 
for every American living in the

Foundation, Inc.

per capita, 
according to the Foundation. 
Although receipts are expected 
to increase by $2.7 billion, the 
per capita amount will rise by 
only about $3 over the $981 
currently estimated for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 
While there are no known 
movements to 
share Fed€*ral 
ta x e s 
eq u ally 
among

Americans, the Foundation aaid 
the per capita figures provide 
dramatic evidence of growth in

He 
ate what he didn’t want, drank what he didn’t like, and did what 
he’d rather not do. And, for a further precaution, he went to a 
hospital each year for a check-up. 
It was while he was there, however, that his defenses were 
penetrated. An unhealthy germ took a shine to Howard’s intestines 
and affectionately attached itself to one of its inner walls. As a 
result, Howard became very sick and was required to spend a long 
period of time in bed. Outraged, he sued the hospital for damages. 
“ A person doesn’t go to a hospital to get sick, ’ he complained 
to the judge, "he goes to get well. And, in my case, there wasn’t 
even anything wrong with me. If the hospital personnel had been 
more careful with such things as washing their hands and keeping 
things clean, the bug that infected me could not have gone from 
one person to another.” 
“ Such infections are sometimes unavoidable in a hospital,” was 
the defense. “ A hospital has germs like a dog has fleas.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you hold the hospital 
iable for Howard’s illness? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that a 
hospital can be held responsible where it can be shown that a 
patient is the victim of a cross infection due to the hospital’s 
carelessness and negligence.

Therefore, so ft-glass lenses continue to In* sold and used. 
Until these lenses are legally declared unsafe, the public 
will have to serve as its own safety valve, requesting 
shat ter-resistant 
lenses 
in 
their new 
eyeglasses 
and 
sunglasses or replacing the eyeglasses and sunglasses they 
are now using. And if the regulation become» effective, 
people will still have to replace their present unsafe 
glasses. 
Even with shatter-resistant lenses, eyeglasses can still 
harbor danger if the frames are made of cellulous nitrate, 
an explosive material when exposed to heat, say when the 
wearer is smoking a cigarette or cooking. American firms 
no longer make cellulous nitrate frames, but use a less 
com bustible material, called cellulose acetate. However, 
thousands o f cellulous nitrate frames -- especially sunglass 
frames - are imported into this country each year. Again, 
people will have to be their own safeguards, requesting 
the frames not be made of cellulous nitrate. 
When ordering new glasses, including prescription and 
non-prescription 
sunglasses, 
specify 
that 
you

shatter-resistant lenses and flame-retardant frames. The 
cost will be minimal and your eyesight may be saved.

Howard took great pains to preserve the state of his health. He 
ate what he didn’t want, drank what he didn’t like, and did what 
he’d rather not do. And, for a further precaution, he went to a 
hospital each year for a check-up. 
It was while he was there, however, that his defenses were 
penetrated. An unhealthy germ took a shine to Howard’s intestines 
and affectionately attached itself to one of its inner walls. As a 
result, Howard became very sick and was required to spend a long 
period of time in bed. Outraged, he sued the hospital for damages. 
"A person doesn't go to a hospital to get sick," he complained 
to the judge, "he goes to get well. And, in my case, there wasn’t 
even anything wrong with me. If the hospital personnel had been 
more careful with such things as washing their hands and keeping 
things clean, the bug that infected me could not have gone from 
one person to another.” 
"Such infections are sometimes unavoidable in a hospital," was 
the defense. “ A hospital has germs like a dog has fleas." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you hold the hospital 
lable for Howard’s illness? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that a 
hospital can be held responsible where it can be shown that a 
patient is the victim of a cross infection due to the hospital’s 
carelessness and negligence.
